The Senate bill provided for a 10 
per cent across-the-board increase 
compared with the 5 per cent 
increase passed by the House. The 
Senate set a minimum payment of 
$100 a month, the House $67.40. 
The Senate bill also provided for 
reforms in Medicare and Medicaid 
programs, and $1 billion for added 
benefits under public assistance 
programs.

included language in its version of 
the bill that watered down earlier 
legislation banning the use of U.S.

The compromise bill 
would allow the use of American 
troops to protect the withdrawal of 
Americans from Vietnam or to 
rescue prisoners of war. 
The Senate also approved and sent

Franco delays decision 
on basque nationalists

neralissimo Francisco Franco met 
with his cabinet in extraordinary 
session for three hours today but 
delayed a decision on whether to 
commute death sentences imposed 
on six basque nationalists. 
There were growing demands 
from many European governments 
including

commute the sentences, but an 
official announcement said Franco 
delayed 
action 
until 
Capt.-Gen. 
Tomas Garcia Rebull, commander 
of the Burgos military district, 
considers 
defense 
appeals 
and 
decides 
whether 
to 
sign 
the 
sentences. 
The 
lengthy 
cabinet 
meeting 
forced a delay Franco also called of 
the Council of the Realm, an 18- 
member consultative body drawn 
from Parliament. Although Franco 
was awaiting Burgos action, he is * 
the only person with power to 
commute. 
Six of the 16 defendants in Burgos 
were sentenced to die tor murder 
and banditry. Nine others received 
prison sentences ranging from 12 
years to 72. One woman defendant 
was acquitted. 
Nations on both sides of the Iron 
Curtain joined in protest against the 
unusually severe sentences and a 
bomb was hurled at the Spanish 
diplomatic office in Rome, causing 
little damage.

Soviet Supreme Court 
to hear appeal of 11 


MOSCOW «UPI» - Soviet court 
otficials 
announced 
today 
the 
Supreme Court of the 
Russian 
Federation will hear an appeal 
Wednesday on behalt of 11 persons 
sentenced to death or imprisonment 
for plotting to hijack a plane and 
flee to Israel. 
The officials said the hearing will 
begin at 10 a.m. «2 a.m. ESTi and 
will be closed to the public. The 
usual procedure in the Soviet Union 
is for the attorneys for the defen­ 
dants to present their argument on 
points ot law in closed session with 
only judges and court officials 
present. 


The handling ot the appeal was 
unusually fast. Western observers 
said. Usually cases wait about one 
and one-hall 
months or 
longer 
before they can be heard The speed 
ol the handling indicated the impor­ 
tance attached to the case by Soviet 
officials. 
A hearing belore the Russian 
Federation Supreme Court is the 
first step in any appeal for cases 
tried in the federation, largest ot the 
15 constituent republics ol the Soviet 
Union. 
The next step is the supreme court 


ol 
the 
USSR, 
and 
the 
death 
sentences may be appealed to the 
Supreme Soviet «parliament» which 
has the power to commute the 
sentences as an act ol executive 
clemency. 
A commentary circulated Monday 
night by the official Tass news 
agency made plain the Soviets were 
angered by protests that focus upon 
the Jewish nationality ol most of the 
defendants and were determined to 
ignore clemency demands trom 
such quarters.

Kenneth Doyle Howell was rushed 
to Lompoc Hospital at about 5 a.m. 
where doctors fought unsuccessfully 
to save his right arm Authorities 
said a slug from a deer rifle hit 
Howell’s 
right 
elbow 
virtually 
severing 
the 
limb 
Doctors 
amputated the arm shortly before 
noon today. Howell was iisted in 
satisfactory 
condition 
after 
the 
surgery. 
P o lic e 
said 
Howell arrived at 
___ 
his home at 413 S. G 
St., at about 2 a.m., 
broke 
down 
the 
front door, ripped 
the phone off the 
wall 
and 
then 
threatened his wife 
and the life of a 
local 
minister. 
Police 
said 
thel 
minister had been 
counseling 
Howell 
and 
his 
wife, 
Patricia, 
31, 
through 
martial 
difficulties 
stemming 
apparently 
from Howell’s inability to work. 
Howell has been on sick leave from 
Johns-Manville Co. 


The shot that wounded Howell 
climaxed more than two hours of 
confrontation during which "four or 
five shots” were fired, all by 
Howell, according to police. Three 
police officers augmented by a 
Sheriffs deputy and two Highway 
Patrolm en 
had 
the 
house 
surrounded when the end came. 
Mrs. Howell burst into the police 
station on South D Street at 2:35 
a.m. and told officers her husband 
was distraught and had threatened 
her and their minister. 
Patrolmen Vernon Stevens and 
Dennis Grindell rushed to the scene. 
Sgt. Robert Hebert was dispatched 
to the home of the minister for 
security purposes. 
Police oflicials pieced together 
this tangled web ol circumstances. 
After pulling the telephone from the 
wall ol his home, Howell apparently 
decided to telephone the minister. It 
was after he had left the house to 
make the call from the home of an 
umdentilied neighbor that Mrs. 
Howell and her two children tied to 
the police station 
All were still 
garbed in their pajamas. 
As the oft icers arrived on the 
scene Howell fired one shot from a 
rifle as he apparently lay in wait for 
them in the driveway ot his home.

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Fishing has been at a standstill lately, on account ot the 
weather, and when this finally cleared up. most anglers 
were too busy making up for lost Christmas shopping time. 
At the moment of writing, San Luis Creek is flooded and 
muddy .but with the prospect of tine weather there should be 
some good steelhead fishing for the weekend 
There could 
be a few fish in Arroyo Grande Creek lagoon, with high 
tides and the sandbars down We have to report that some 
steelhead have been taken in the surf just above the newly 
opened Guadalupe Beach; if this is so there could be some 
fishing in the tidal section ot the Santa Maria River. The 
Santa Ynez River should not be neglected, especially in the 
lower section at Surf; anglers here are warned to remain in 
the tidal section There is nothing in the book of rules and 
regulations to mark the end of tidal water, so one would be 
safe to use his head on where the water is tidal 
Lopez and Cachuma Lakes are recovering from the rain 
and the water is settling down, with some trout having been 
caught. Casitas Lake is 
again holding the center ot fishing 
in Ventura County 
Beyond this there is little to report statewide on fishing 
conditions so we will try to bring readers up to date on a 
little of what is going in the realms of conservation and 
kindred occasions. 
First we will look into what is going on in Sacramento 
with regard to the increase in license fees. Most fishing 
organizations are coming out flatly against the ocean-' 
fishing fee raise in particular, and we now have a release 
from Ray Arnett, director ot the DFG. 
"The coming 
decade," he said, "will see California's population nearing, 
the 25 million mark 
Every day nearly a thousand new 
residents create new demands upon our resources, and 
every day the cancer of pollution destroys more and more 
of our fishing waters, and new urban and industrial 
developments and intensive tarming help shrivel our 
wildlife habitat. 
"Without new conservation programs and augmented 
existing programs to keep pace with these problems, the 
outlook for fish and game, for hunting and tishing is dismal 
indeed" Arnett goes into the well-worn story ol inflation 
and purchasing power of the collar. 
Except for California's share of federal excise taxes on 
sporting arm s and ammunition, the state’s fish-and-game 
conservation program is financed almost entirely by the 
license lee, and stamps paid by three million hunters and 
tishermen. both sport and commercial, amounting to $20 
million a year. Arnett said. "Due to growing costs ot doing 
business" he said, 
"new conservation programs and 
services have forced the DFG to draw on its accumulated 
reserves. Simply to carry on programs and services of the 
DFG at the present levels, with none ol the needed 
expansion would require an additional income of $2 million, 
including $500.000 to cover future inflation. 
A 
retrenchment 
program 
would 
endanger 
various 
wildlife species, and eliminate many services requested by 
the public. 
Arnett said the only realistic approach is to 
revise the revenue base upward. The fee revision takes into 
account not only what is needed to meet present operation 
requirements, but also a sufficient margin to finance work 
needed now to ensure a reasonable luture for the state's 
fish and wildlife resources. 


The additional revenue from the fee increases would total 
$5 million, which would be used to balance the budget, ($1.5 
million) for future 
inflation ($.5 million), for facilities 
replacement (.5 million) for new or augmented services 
($2.5 million). 
We often wonder what happened to the expensive report 
from a firm ot business experts that was made several 
years ago. This was mainly aimed at streamlining the DFG 
and cutting duplication of a considerable amount of office 
and other routine. 
One southern conservation organization came out against 
any increase in the ocean-fishing license, stating that for 
many years ocean fishermen had been taxed sufficiently 
and got less iishing than ever. This deal should be 
thoroughly investigated by all the local sports clubs and the 
wishes ot the membership conveyed to the legislative 
representatives and the governor. California is one of the 
few states that calls for an ocean-fishing fee. and this is a 
subject that is still being thrashed about. 
As we write this, we have a report ot well over a hundred 
dead sea birds, said to be coots, being washed ashore 
around the mouth of the Santa Maria River. We have been 
unable to verify this from the DFG. 
Fairly good duck hunting was enjoyed last week in the 
Wister area, with 477 ducks, 70 Canada Geese and three 
Ross’s Geese for a 2.9 bird average. But they tended to raft 
out on the Salton Sea in the calm weather. 
The next day, Saturday, in overcast but windless weather 
287 hunters took 148 ducks, 161 snow geese and 24 Canada 
geese for a 1.1 bird average. In other words hunting was not 
too hot. 
Due to high waters. Piru Lake in Ventura County was the 
only water stocked with rainbow trout last week. 
The 
Wildlife 
Management 
Institute 
has 
released 
notification that the International Assoc, ol Game. Fish and 
Conservation Commissioners, the Midwest Assoc, of Fish 
and Wildlife Commissioners and the Southeast Assoc, of 
Game and Fish Commissioners have passed resolutions 
asking the U.S. Corps ol Engineers to convey to state tish- 
and-game agencies lull authority and responsibility lor the 
administration ot agricultural and grazing contracts and 
the granting ot road easements on lands licenses to them at 
Corps projects. 
Many states lease trom the Corps certain lederal lands 
surrounding 
water-development 
projects 
for 
wildlife 
refuges and public hunting areas. The Corps retains the 
right to control grazing on this land. The Commissioners 
report that widespread overgrazing is occurring to the 
detriment ot wildlife.

President Nixon is •using*’ the American prisoners of 
war held by North Vietnam to stir up support for a bigger 
war. 
This is the flat assertion of Cora Weiss, a leader of the 
Comm ittee of Liaison with F’am ilies of Servicemen 
Detained in North Vietnam. This group had been one of 
the few channels through which North Vietnam dribbled 
out information about the prisoners, until the other day 
when it gave an "officiar* list of nam es to three U.S. 
senators. 
“ Mr. Nixon and his Pentagon have been beating the 
I^OW issue to death lately.” said Mrs. Weiss in an 
interview 
with 
.Newspaper 
Enterprise 
.Association 
writer Tom Tiede. 
“F3ut 1 don’t believe they really care 
about the lives or welfare of the captured men. 1 believe 
they are only interested in using a big lie to focus hatred 
on the enem y... 
“ Why? Because that way he (F^resident .Nixon i thinks 
he can get us to hate the enem y and to support him...He 
is not winding the war down, but is very much seeking a 
total military triumph. ” 
Leaving aside the implications of this charge of 
shocking callousness on the part of the F^resident. 
leaving aside Mrs. 
Wei.ss’ further charge that the 
government consistently twists and downgrades the 
intelligence she passes on to it. if what she says is true, 
the longer the prisoners remain an issue, the more 
advantageous it is for the President and the less 
advantageous it is for North Vietnam. 
If the men in Hanoi are not astute enough to see that. 
Mrs. Weiss ought to do them a favor and point out to 
them that they could very easily foil the Yankee 
President’s plot. They could announce to the world that 
they w ere willing to agree to an im m ediate exchange of 
prisoners with no strings attached, with no ai^sociated 
demands for the withdrawal of all U.S. forces by such- 
and-such a date or the ouster of the Thieu regime in 
Saigon.

From another .source, however, com es word that the 
North Vietnamese would really like to release the 
pri.soners but they won't because they can’t trust 
President .Nixon. 
Arnerican pacifist David D illinger, a cochairman of 
the Committee of Liaison and the man who negotiated 
the relea.se of nine prisoners, reports that he was told by 
Xuan Thuy, chief .North Vietname.se repre.sentative at 
the F’aris peace talks; 
“ Whatever we do and whatever we say, .Nixon will 
turn it around and try to u.se it to increase the war 
feeling. Even if we release more, .Nixon would act as he 
does now. 
If we release some pri.soners, he would 
demand all. If we relea.sed all prisoners, he would deny 
that they were all relea.sed. He would say that we have 
m ore pri.soners than we do. " 
Well, again tfiere is a simple way by which the .North 
Vietnam ese could turn the tables on the President, and 
without releasing a single pri.soner. They could behave 
as civilized states are expected to behave and invite 
Geneva Convention officials from neutral countries to 
com e to .North Vietnam, give them free access to the 
pri.son cam ps and permit them to interview the prisoners 
and report on their numbers their identities and their 
health. 
This humanitarian gesture, too, w’ould confound the 
American warmongers and do more to strengthen the 
peace movem ent in this country than at least a half- 
dozen Tet offensives. 
Just who should we believe is capable of using 
pri.soners of war tor ulterior purposes-a president who is 
steadily reducing U.S. manpower in Southeast Asia or a 
governm ent which refuses even to acknowledge the 
existence of 8,000 of its own sons who have been captured 
in South Vietnam?
